HE 66th. annual session of the Im- 

perial Council is now history but 
the southern hospitality, of the people 
of Memphis and the nobility of Al 
Chymia Temple, will forever linger in 
the minds of the Shriners of North 
America, especially those from Boston.

There may have been larger delegations 
from temples throughout North Amer- 
ica in attendance at the Session, but 
Aleppo certainly had the best. “We 
may not have the largest show, but by 
gosh weve got the best!" This was 
evidenced by the hearty welcome given 
a Noble wearing an Aleppo fez in 
Memphis (during the session) and par- 
ticularly was it in evidence all along 
the route of march in both the Tues- 
day morning and Wednesday evening 
parades. When Aleppo showed up with 
its huge ten foot bean pot on wheels, 
distributing Boston baked beans to the 
cheering throngs, followed by Poten- 
tate Wilson and his officers, the snappy 
Mounted Patrol, the Band, Arab Patrol 
and Degree Staff, the people of Mem- 
phis let loose with cheers that could 


be heard for miles along the banks of 
the Mississippi. Several of the daily 
papers mentioned the fact that the 
“Yankee” Aleppo contingent took Mem- 
phis by storm. 


Illustrious Imperial Potentate Walter 
D. Cline of Texas, opened, and presided 
over, the business session of the Council 
held in Ellis Auditorium. The delibera- 
tions of the Council in receiving annual 
reports of officers, the annual election 
of officers, making new laws and chang- 
ing old ones, as well as the many other 
deliberative questions incident to an 
assembly the size of our National gov- 
erning body, took nearly three full days. 


In his annual report the Imperial 
Potentate expressed his belief that the 
Shrine of North America is in a very 
healthy state. He reported that during 
his term of office he visited practically 
every State in the Union and various 
sections of Canada as well as the Tem- 
ples in Mexico and Hawaii. He has at 
all times advocated a sound business 
administration of the affairs of the sub- 
ordinate Temples. He always urged 
constructive and intelligent leadership, 
a more impressive exemplification of 
good fellowship and the Shrine spirit, 
a closer and more co-operative relation- 
ship with Masonry, and the proper 
creation of greater interest in Masonry 
and the Shrine, among the youth of the 
Country. 


The annual report of the National 
Board of the Shriners Hospitals for 
Crippled Children showed total assets 
as of February 29, 1940, of $12,525,- 
394.95; a total income for the same 
eleven months, of $970,661.11 and a 
total expenditure for the same period 
of $963.3 15.05. 


Their report showed that the fifteen 
Hospitals and mobile units now being 
operated have a bed capacity of 831 
beds, all occupied, with a waiting list 
containing the names of 1,227 crippled 
children. Since the opening of the first 
Hospital, in 1922, 30,579 children have 
been admitted to the fifteen units. The 
per capita cost is figured to be $3.02 per 
patient day. 
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The operation of these hospitals has 
been greatly assisted through the be- 
nevolence of Shriners and friends by 
contributions and donations. It is re- 
ported that during the eleven months 
period ending February 29, 1940, $296,- 
952.85 was received from various 
Estates and Trusts. 


At the annual election of Imperial 
officers, Illustrious Noble George F. 
Olendorf of Abou Ben Adhem Temple 
of Springfield, Missouri, was elevated 
to the office of Imperial Potentate for 
the ensuing year and Illustrious Noble 
Harold Lloyd of Al Malaikah Temple 
of Los Angeles, California, was elected 
to the office of Imperial Outer Guard, 
the first step in the Imperial line.

SON OF FORMER ALEPPO 
CHAPLAIN APPOINTED ON 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE 


Maa of the friends of the late 
Rev. R. Perry Bush, who was 
Chaplain of Aleppo Temple from 1911 
until his death in 1926, were pleased to 
read in the press of recent date about 
the appointment of Rev. Bush’s son, 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, to the National 
Research Defense Committee. 

Dr. Bush, who was born in Chelsea, 
was formerly Vice President and on 
the staff of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology where he was the inventor 
of the “Thinking Machine.” 

He later was called to be President 
of Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
which position he now holds. 

The following regarding his recent 
appointment is reprinted from the 
June 24 issue of Newsweek: 

“Science was also mobilized last week 
by the President with the appointment 
of a National Research Defense Com- 
mittee, comprising eight eminent scien- 
tists headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush, 
President of the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington. Working closely with 
Army and Navy technicians, The 
National Bureau of Standards, the Na- 
tional Research Council and the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, this group 
will head up all armament research 
except that involving aviation, which 
will continue under the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics.” 

Dr. Bush is a Past Master of The 
Technology Blue Lodge and belongs to 
several Masonic organizations in and 
around Boston.

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RECORD OF ILLUSTRIOUS NOBLE 
GEORGE FORREST OLENDORF 
IMPERIAL POTENTATE 


EORGE Forrest Olendorf was born 

on a farm in western New York, 
about a mile east of Middleport on the 
Old Ridge Road, July 20, 1875. The 
family consisted of only three, his 
father, George Henry Olendorf, his 
mother, Carolyn, and himself. The 
family later moved to Rochester where 
they resided about four years, thence 
to St. Joseph, Missouri. He married 
Miss Mathilda Meyer of that city on 
November 17, 1902. The Olendorfs have 
two children, a son, Forrest George of 
St. Joseph, Missouri, and a daughter, 
Marie Olendorf Bell of Terre Haute, 
Indiana, and two grandchildren, Ma- 
thilda and Rex Bell, Jr., of Terre 
Haute. Both his son and son-in-law are 
Shriners. 


His first employment was with the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad as office boy 
in the city ticket office in St. Joseph, 
Missouri. He then went into the theat- 
rical business as treasurer and assist- 
ant manager of the Tootle Theatre. 
Afterwards he became business man- 
ager and later formed a firm known 
as the Crawford-Philley-Zehrune and 
Olendorf Company which operated 
about twenty theatres in the Middle- 
west. Some years afterwards a company 
was formed for outdoor amusements, 
known as the Bell, Olendorf & Ballard 
Amusement Company. Mr. Olendorf 
retired from the theatre business in 
1913, devoting all of his time to the 
outdoor advertising business. He is

now the head of three companies known 
as the Olendorf, Incorporated, The 
Olendorf Company, and the Olendorf 
Advertising Company, operating exten- 
tively in the Middlewest. 


He has been active in politics in the 
State of Missouri, serving as Chairman 
of the Missouri State Highway Com- 
mission under Governor Guy B. Parks. 
He has had the honor of serving as 
Colonel on the staff of two Governors, 
Governor Holloway of Oklahoma and 
Governor Parks of Missouri. 


Noble Olendorf with two others were 
the organizers of the Elks Lodge in St. 
Joseph in 1900 and acted as secretary 
until the organization was well under 
way. 


He moved from St. Joseph in 1903 to 
take the management of Kailfri’s Pro- 
duction of the Louisiana Purchase in 
St. Louis during the World’s Fair in 
1904. He moved to Springfield in 1908 
and has lived there ever since. His life 
has been practically spent in the Pub- 
licity and Amusement business. 


Noble Olendorf was one of the organ- 
izers of the Rotary Club in Springfield, 
and acted as its secretary for seven 
years. 


His Masonic history is as follows: 
He was made a Master Mason in 
Charity Lodge No. 31, St. Joseph, 
Missouri, December 11, 1899, and was 
constituted a Life Member in 1921. He 
became a Royal Arch Mason in Mitchell 
Chapter No. 14, St. Joseph, Missouri, 
February 23, 1900, and a Royal and 
Select Master in St. Joseph's Council

in Hugh de Payne’s Commandery No. 4, 
April 2, 1900. The Consistory Degrees 
were conferred upon him in the Valley 
of Kansas City, March 27, 1902. Noble 
Olendorf was initiated into the Shrine 
in Moila Temple, May 9, 1900. He be- 
came affiliated with Springfield Chap- 
ter No. 15, R. A. & M., January, 1918; 
Zabub Council No. 25, R. & S. M, 
Springfield, February, 1915; St. John’s 
Commandery No. 20, K. T., November, 
1915, and Abou Ben Adhem Temple, 
A. A. O. N. M. S., August, 1908; he 
affiliated with St. Joseph Consistory 
No. 4, March, 1902, as a Charter Mem- 
ber, being the original Almoner. Noble 
Olendorf became Potentate of Abou Ben 
Adhem in 1913. He has served 29 con- 
tinuous years as a Representative to 
the Imperial Council, and was a mem- 
ber of the Ritual Committee for one 
year. For 13 years he was a member 
of the Committee on Dispensations and 
Charters, six years as its Chairman. 
He was Chairman of the Committee on 
Railroad Rates and Equipment for 
three years. He is a Past Commander 
of St. John’s Commandery, Springfield, 
Missouri, and a member of Saint 
Christopher Conclave No. 56, Red Cross 
of Constantine, 


Noble Olendorf is a life member of 
the Elks. He is also Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the Outdoor Advertising Asso- 
ciation of Missouri, a Director of the 
Outdoor Advertising Association of 
America and a Director of the Outdoor 
Advertising, Incorporated, of New 
York. He has always been active in 
City, State and National affairs.
